Senior Citizens Property 
Tax Refunds Available 


More homeow n e r s will 
qualify and more money will 
be paid by the state for sen¬ 
ior citizen property tax as¬ 
sistance this year as a result 
of changes in the law. 

Don Whitney, director of 
Senior Citizens Programs for 
the State Franchise Tax 
Beard, estimated the aver¬ 
age refund will be $236 this 
year compared with $176 In 
1976. He predicted well over 
.300,CKX) elderly homeowners 
will qualify for refun d s, 
compared With 293,000 last 
year. 

Whitney said the greater 
assistance results from two 
principal changes in the 
Senior Citizens Prope r t y 
Tax Assistance Law. The 
State Legislature increasid 
the amount of household in¬ 
come an elderly homeowner 
could have and still be 
qualified for the program 
from $10,000 to $12,000. Tlie 
other change raised t b c 
maximum assessed va 1 u e 
upon which assistance is 
computed from $7,500 to 
$8,.500. 

The program is designed 
to assist homeowners 62 
years ct older, who occtipy 
their own home, and have 
less than $12,000 total house¬ 
hold income. Reimhursement 
ranges from a minimum of 
four per cent to a maximum 
of 96 per cent of the prop¬ 
erty tax on the first ^,500 
of assessed value of tnc 
home.

Speaking 

Property Tax Reform ; 

There are three major property tax relief bills now { 
before the Legislature: SB 154 (Petris); ^ 12/^A 6 
(Smith); and AB 999/ACA 14 (Brown). All three bills pro¬ 
vide a “circuit breaker” type relief for homeowners and ^ 
renters. Since these bills are changing almost daily, we , 
lurge your support for the following coircepts: (1) avoid j 
new taxes; (2) enact reasonable revenue limits; (3) avoid 1 
a spUt 1 ^ 11 ; and (4) full state f-unding for mandated ^ 
programs. ^ 

1. Avoid News Taxes . , ^ 1 

The state currently has a substantial General Fund ^ 
surplus estimated by the Controller at $1.4 billion for ^ 
the current fiscal year. It should be over $2 billion for 
1977-78 In the face of this record surplus, a proposal for 
new taxes to provide individual property tax relief is , 
not justified. New taxes to finance the program s^ld j 
NOT b€ raised prior to a clear idemonstration of need. ] 

Only one proposal would provide significant property 1 
tax relief without new taxes, SB 12. SB 154 increases state I 
taxes by $980 million in 1979-80. 

2. Enact .Reasonable Revenue Limits .j, ' 

Local government spending has also increased rapidly 
over the years The statewide average property tax rate 
has gone from $8.53 In 1965-66 to $11.30 in 1976-77 despite 
a 13 per cent increase in statewide assessed valuation over 
tie same period. An effective limitation on locJal govern¬ 
ment access to property tax revenues is essential. Other¬ 
wise, local property taxes will contin-ue to rise to meet 
pressures for more spending. 

Two proposals, SB 12 and AB 999, provide for property 
tax revenue limits on a split rate basis for local govern¬ 
ment. SB 154 does not provide for revenue limits. 

3. Avoid Split Rate 

Two proposais, SB 12 and AB 999, currently provwie 
for a split tax rate between homeowners and all other 
property owners related to property tax limits. The pro¬ 
ponents contend that an across-the-board revenue limit 
might result in windfalls to nonresidential property and a 
split rate is necessary to hold down future state costs for 
residential relief. The opponents (including Cal-Tax) 
argue that the split rate is unnecessary and is a very 
bad precedent for the future. 

One proposal, SB 154, does not contain a split rate. 

4. Full State Funding for Mandateidi Programs 

It is essential to provide improved controls against 
the passing on of costs of state mandates to local govern¬ 
ment. It is also necessary to address the growing prop¬ 
erty tax burdens in existing mandated programs, such as 
"slippage” in educational financing and cost-aharing for¬ 
mulas in Medi-Cal and Adult Aid programc*. 

Two proposals, SB 12 and AB 999, provide for appeal 
of unfunded statutory mandates by local government a,nd 
address the issue of Medi-Cai and SSI/SSP cost-sharing 
formulas. AB 999 corrects the educational finance “slip¬ 
page” problem. SB 154 would provide $150 million in 
across-the-board property tax relief through state as¬ 
sumption of present county adult aid program costs. 

School Financing 

After property tax relief, the biggest issue of the 1977 
Legislative Session is Serrano, the school finance equali¬ 
zation mandate of the California State Supreme Court. We 
have urged the Legislature to support a solution which 
provides the most substantial Serrano compliance at the 
least cost. Of the two major bills which address Serrano, 
AB 65 (Greene) and SB 525 (Rodda), we strongly support 
the Rodda bill, for the following reason: 

All of the $2.3 billion in SB 525 is allocated to de- 
ciease tax rate and program expenditure disparities as 
mandated in. Serrano. One-third of the $3.4 bililon in 
AB 65 is spent for non-Serrano special ed;Ucation programs. 

Please urge the Legislature to avoid committing mas¬ 
sive new dollars to educational programs unrelated to 
Serrano. The financing of these special programs should 
stand or fall on a priority basis on their own merits.

Th.e next tax event in Los Angeles County is sup¬ 
posed to be the county budget hearings scheduled for 
ten days beginning June 6 in the Boardroom of the Los 
Angeles County Board of Supervisors, Temple and Grand 
Streets, in downtown Los Angeles. 

The usual plea is going out for taxpayers who want 
to testify for reduced taxes should be sure to atten.d these 
hearings and give testimony. On the face of this, it sounds 
fine, but the hidden catches in it are something else. 

Last year, the amount of time given to citizens who 
testified for lower taxes, during the entire days of hear¬ 
ings was about four hours. Many taxpayers were given 
three minutes each. Th.e bulk of the time was taken up 
by public employees and organizations pleading for more 
money and higher taxes. 

Another gimmick used, is to keep those opposed to 
higher taxes sitting 'until late in the afternoon, so that 
the room will be free of news reporters, or radio and tele- 
visio.n coverage. 

Those on the public payroll w'ho testify will not lose 
their day's pay nor have to pay parking charges. Those 
wlio want to lower taxes will have to lose their pay for 
the time they attend the hearing, plus their parking 
charges, etc. 

There will be long, religious and emotional speeches 
by the Supervisors, telling us the taxes must be cut and 
that budget must be reduced, after wlilch they will vote 
to increase the taxes after the hearings close. 

ITEM: Governor Brown has announced that the state 
has a $2.5 billion surplus collected from the taxpayers 
in 1976-77. (This is two thousand, five hiMidred millions 
of dollars). The question is being debated as to what to 
do with his over tax collection. The present intention is 
to funnel it back to certain classes of people, but not 
to those who paid it. This is redistribution of wealth by 
government fiat. In other words itis to be paid 'back on 
a political strategem, which could be said to Influence 
the votes of those who receive this windfall, at the .next 
election. 

My question is: if A is oveitaxed. why should the 
government give this money to B who was Jiot over¬ 
taxed? 

Th.is is tlie kind of poltical action, which is rapidly 
forcing the United States into a Socialist Dictatorship, 
wherein the government can violate due process of law 
by taking the earnings of one man and give it to another 
man in a manner where the victim has neither recourse 
or 'defense.

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teefh. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Rx dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

Dear Editor: 

Last week, the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee a p - 
proved legislation designed 
to prevent the future jailings 
of newsmen who refuse to 
reveal the names of their 
confidential sources. 

The measure, Assemb 1 y 
Constitutioinal Amendment 4, 
is important because of the 
inroads the Courts have 
made into the ex i s t i n g 
Newsmen’s Shi eld Law. 
Judges have ruled that 
when their cons^tltutio n a 1 
righ to control proceedings 
in their own Courts comes 
into conflict with the stato- 
tory right of newsmen to re¬ 
fuse to reveal their confi¬ 
dential sources, the latter 
must give way. At the com¬ 
mittee hearing, Judi c 1 a 1 
Council spokesman J ,a c k 
Horton echoed this senti¬ 
ment by saying that the 
right to a fair trial is more 
fundamental than a free 
press. 

I believe this a dangerous 
attitude. Without con s t i - 
tutioinal protection (as op¬ 
posed to mere statutory pro¬ 
tection) further inroads into 
the Newsmen’s Shield Law 
can be expected. Equal con¬ 
sideration must be given to 
constitutional rights of a 
fair trial and a free press. 
That is the essence of 
.4CA 4. 

The Legislature must pro¬ 
vide gu.arantees so that the 
free flow of information to 
the public is not inhibited. 
The judicially-created excep¬ 
tions to the current News¬ 
men’s Shield Law are 
threatening that right. 

Any support you can give 
to this proposal would be 
greatly appreciat e d. The 
measure vrill be voted upon 
by the full Assembly within 
the next three to four weeks. 
I also am interested in 
learning of any comments 
you might have in this sub¬ 
ject area.
